Mr. Sladstone Ritualism. 



Mr. Gladstone in his oluquout con- 
tribution to the "Contcmporiiry Re- 
view" for Octobfir, inurks out ami 
fo'i :it;v.ialy an 1 atrikiu.ql.v expressjos in:uiy 
n.'lrairablu principles of efelesiaslicul 
policy, andmeu of all shades mny ac- 
oopt much of his teachiuf^ as common 
truth. Tho articlo, notwithstaudiiit,' 
its avoidance of the main question, 
whether iinifonuity is not the coroll- 
nry of a Clmrch establishment, con- 
tains a faultless exposition of some of 
the main lines of the principles go vo ru- 
ing religions ceremonial. But Mr. 
Gladstone means by Ritualism some- 
thing very harmless — something, at 
the same time, very different from 
what the majority of tho people mean 
thoraby. "iiitual is," in his eyes, 
"tho clothing' ■which, in someform and 

4^ same degree, men naturally and 
inevitably give to the performance of 
the public duties of religion;" "tho 
marriage of the oat\vard and the in- 
ward." Now, say,s Mr. Ghulstono, if 
we had the hue, delicato, jesthetic or- 
ganizations of other nations, such as 
the Graeks, if, in regard to "Kemot 
leben," the British people wore first 
instead of jirobably being "last among 
the civilize I nations of Europe;" if 
they were possessed of the artistic sus- 
ceptibilities of the Greek or Italian, 
snataad of being people "who are in 
the art of combining beauty with util- 
ity singularly uninstructed, unaccom- 
plished, maladroit, unhandy," T,-e 
■hould have wedded tho outward and 

*the inward with delicacy and tact , 
and music, painting, and architecture 
would have walked as modest 

..hand maidens in tho train of true 
religion, boaotifol and ; uudefiled, 
splendid yet not garish or gaudy. 
"We shoukl not have administered 
"pretentiouf doses of ornamentation. " 
Our edilices would not have been mark- 
ed bjr "pretentious detail, inharmon- 
ious dimension and poverty of lino." 
But lacking the true genius f(n- art wo 
have laboro 1 clumsily luitl uusiutohs- 
fuUy. Striving after bettor things, we 
have produced only Ritualism, which 
is the re-action from the dull, cold, 
bare ceremonial of the past. It is bad 
»rt; "is unwise, undisc'^>lino(l reaction 
from poverty, from coldness, from 
barrenness, from nakedness; it is over- 
lying purpose with adventitious and 
obstructive encumbrance: it is depar- 
ture from measure and from harmony 
in the annexation of appoaranco to 
Bub.stanco, of tho outward to the in- 
ward; it is a caricature of tho beauti- 
ful; it ia the conversion of helps into 
hindrances; it is the attempted sul)- 
stitution of tho secondary for the pri- 
mary aim and the real failure and 

' paralysis of both." 

Bnnyan's Grave- 

According to tho London now.s- 
papera the grave of the author of "Tin; 
Pilgrim's Progress, "whose remains lie 
in the Nonconformist burial' ground, 
• Bunhill fields, is at the present time in 
n very unsatisfiictorv state. Whether 
owing to atmosijlioric or()thor injuries, 
tho recumbent tigiireof Huyan is rap- 
idly cruiabliug away, throe parts of the 
nose having already disappeared. 
The two baa-relief.i on the side of tlie 
tomb, ro])roseuting Pilgrim, sin-laden, 
Btarting out on his journey, and 
Pilgrim, at tho close of. his jinirney, 
kneeling humbly at tho foot of tho 
cross, have been subject to a dis- 
graceful act of vandalism. The nose, 
upper lip and chin of the latter figure 
have boon deliberatol}- chijjpod ofr,and 
tliat very recently ; while onthcfornioi 
the nose has been similarly trealod, 
Tho monument was erected by jjublic 
subscription in May,. 1802.

Who Inveatoil Sansases? ' 

"I't HEYWOOn. 

A correspondent asks us this question: 
" Who was tho inventor of sanaages?" 
Wo answered: It was unknown. Julius 
Ciesar claimed to bo tho inventor, but 
historians aud commentators have uni- 
versally .scouted his claim. There is nb 
doubt in the minds of the best informed 
writers on the subject bat that the Ger- 
mans were the inventors of tho sausage, 
and thatCiusar in his wars against the 
stubborn German ti ibes bocamo acquaint- 
ed with their way of making tho sausage. 
Ou his relnrn to Rome, after crossing the 
Rubicon, ho tried to induce the inhobit- 
ants of tho Imperial city to adopt it as an' 
article of food, but the Romans were rich, 
they fed on luxuries garnered from tUa 
lauds which they had conrpiered and 
Hm} rejected tho sau.sngo. ()u tho moru- 
mg of the d.ay of his death hands 
of the conspirators, Cesar s.tdly informed 
his wife that Imperial Home was totter- 
ing to it.-^ fall, and that fall was hastened 
by its rejection of sousages. It isa singu- 
lar and extraordinary fact— one quoted 
by tho great historian' Simanides, nnd 
Gibbons, and Ni.dinhr— tliat no nation 
has l)oen great as a military power, in 
modern times, w hich did not make sau- 
sages one of its prime articles of diet. 
The recent war between Germany and 
Frauoo proves this. Seventy-five y*art 
ago the Frem-h were intensely fond of 
sausage, then they overran Eurojie. But, 
like the Romans, they took to luxurous 
living, and thu downfall of la belle France 
folio -.ved. 

The (ieriiians havo alw.aysbeen a war- 
like nation. Tiiey havo aUnys been eat- 
ers of sausago. Thu greatest general of 
modern times, Mollke, dinos upon saus- 
ago three times a day. He says that no 
man who in not a lover of Bausagos can 
ever make a great general. Some yoar.t 
ug'o ho wase.die.l upon while al breakfast 
by a young oilic -r. Ho was eating hii 
usual meal of " wurst und pnmporDiokcl," 
und asked the young ollicer to join him. 
Tho offer was declined on tho ground that 
ho never could eat sausages. "Sir," said 
the great general, looking at tho officer 
with flashing eyes', "the man wlio cannot 
eat tausagos need never oxp>ect promo- 
tion from m<\" Tho yming oillcer at oucq 
a;)plied hinisoif so assiduously to tho cul- 
tivation of a taste for sausages thot in thft 
late war ho had ris.Mi to be General Von 
.Moltko's chief of stall". A distaste for san- 
r-.iges led to the dismissal of a wooer of 
tho Oenoral's daughter. She afterwards 
married a mannfaet n rer of sausages with 
her father's apjii-obal ion. and sho is now 
the happy mother of eight healthy sau- 
sa;',e eating ohildren. Wore anyone to 
s.iy iu General' Von Moltko's jirosenoa 
that sausages were made out of refuse 
dogs, ho wouldTregai-d it as a mortal of- 
fence. And yet he has nevei accounted
